5,644 County Folks 
Receive State Aid 


Thomas E, Penick, Chairman of 
District 10 Welfare Board of the 
State Department of Public Wel- 
fare, reported that in Palm Beach 
County 5,644 persons were assisted 
in the four categories of public as- 
sistance for the month of Novem- 
ber, 1961. 

A total of 1847 persons received 
Old Age Assistance in the amount 
of $83,881. 95 persons received Aid 
to the Blind, totaling $5,732: 886 
families, representing 2724 child- 
ren, received Aid to’ Dependent 
Children im the amount of $56,132. 
303 persons received Aid’ to the 
Disabled in the amount of $16,864. 

In addition 363 children received 
service during the month, 217 of 
whom were in foster homes. The 
total state and local cost for these 
child welfare services was $12,- 
150.95. we 

There were 5 adoption petitions 
studied for the Circuit Court. These 
are children placed in homes in- 
dependent of service through a 
licensed child placing agency, and 
the Welfare Board is’ responsible 
according to law to make these. re- 
ports to the court.

We are fortu- 
nate to have available all of the 
scientific and technological re- 
sources of this modern age to help 
us solve the problems that contin- 
ually confront us.

There are hazards, of course in 
any type of farming. A friend toid 
mie recently about the experience, 
of a Wisconsin man who was rais- 
ing trout'for market. One summer 
morning he found a number of dead 
trout floating on one of his ponds. 
Each‘had a small hole in the top 
of ‘its head. 

Day after day he: found more 
dead trout, but though he stayed by 
his ponds all day long, he was un- 
able to discover what caused the 
holes. One morning he got up:be- 
fore sunrise and hid in some bushes 
near-the ponds. Just before sunup, 
several small-cranes, or herous, 
flew in, settled by the ponds and 
began stabbing at fish with their 
long, -sharp beaks. 

Even after they had swallowed} 
some of the fish, the birds kept on 
stabbing others and finally flew 
off, leaving a score of dead trout 
whose heads they had neatly. drill- 
ed. 

The solution: wire netting over 
the ponds and the wholesale slaugh- 
ter of trout was ended. 4 

Because frog legs are a delicacy 
enjoyed by many people, frog 
farming has been a profitable ven- 
ture for some Floridians.
